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Forecast of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 


September 1 - September 7, 2008 


‘Solar activity was very low. No flares were detected. The 
visible disk was spotless. No proton events were observed 
at geosynchronous orbit. The greater than 2 MeV electron 
flue at geosynchonaus orbit reached high levels during 04 
(07 September. Geomagnetic field acivty was at 
predominantly quiet levels during 01 -03 September. 
‘Activity increased to major stom levels on 04 Septernber. 
‘Activity decreased to quiet 1 unsettled levels during 05 
(7 September 
[ACE solar wind measurements indicated a eo-otating 
interaction region (CIR) occurred on 03 September in 
advance ofa recurrent coronal ale high-speed stream 
(HSS) Solar wind changes associated with the CIR 
included increased plasma densities (peak 27 plec at 
(0310402 UTC) and a gradual increase in velocives, 
Intecplanetary magnetic fea (MF) changes duting the CIR. 
inckided an increase in Bt (peak 16 nT at 03/0551 UTC) 
And intermittent periods of southward Bx (minimum -10 nT 
10310714 UTC}. The HSS commenced on 04 September 
and continued through the remainder of the period. 
‘eloctties ranged from 4620 658 km/sec during the HSS. 
IMF actvty during the HSS included variable Bz (range + 
107 to -06 nT) and Bt (ange O10 07 nT). The HSS began 
to gradualy subside on 07 September. 


‘September 10 - October 6, 2008, 


‘Solar activity is expected 1 be very low. No proton events 
are expected at geosynchronous orbit. The greater than 2 
‘MaV electron flux at eosynchronous ofits expected to 
reach high levels during 10-12 September, 15 22. 
‘Geomagnetic faldactvty is expected to be at quiet avels 
‘during 08 - 12 September. Aciviy is expected to inerease 
to unsetied levels during 13 September. Activity is 
‘expected to increase to active to minor storm levels on 14 
‘September due to a recurrent corona hole high-speed 
sream. Activity is expected to decrease to unsetted levels 
during 25 - 16 September as the high-speed stream 
‘subsides, Quiet condiions are expected during 17 - 29 
September. Activity is expected to increase to unsettled 
levels on 30 September. further inevease 1 active to 
‘minor storm levels is expected during 01 -02 October due 
twa recurrent coronal ale high-speed stream. Actvty is, 
‘expected ta decrease to unsettled levels during 03 - 04 
(October as the high-speed seam subsides. 

‘Quiet conditions are expected duting 05 - 06 October.

from Cycle 22 
September 1997 Forecast Flux Range 85-119 


‘September is usually a manth of dramatic seasonal 
Improvement on the igh bands. n adaton, this year we 
are beginning to see substantial mpravement in Solae 
Activity. AS write this the solar fxs over 100, and has 
been i the 8's and 90's for the past couple woeks. The 
Sunspot pundits are jumping up and down, as It defintely 
looks like the new 11-year cycle is underway. 


‘The current levels of activity are not sufficient to open 10 
Meters, but we ean look forward a an improved season on 
45 (and 17). The season wil peak during October, and itis 
time to start watching this band now - maybe aver call 
some optimistic CQs. 15 tends fo suprise us at sunspot 
‘minimums with unexpectedly good conditions in the CQ 
World Wide Phone Contest Even so, condions last year 
were very marginal asthe cycle was at reck bottom. This, 
fall season, watch for signals fom Europe in the mocning 
nd intially expect the best openings tothe westernmost 
Areas (especialy Spain & Portugal). From WS we should 
‘ot anticipate pipeline condtons to all of Europe yet, but 
there are mary well equipped stations in Eastern Europe 
that wll easly get through. Significant openings to Russia 
are not expected from here, but the US east coast wil nave 
a diferent perspective. Staians in western North America 
Will miss much of this action, but ean laok for improved 
conditions into Asia, 


Conditions on 20 are of from recent months due to a 
decning nightime MUF. The improved fx ievets wal belp 
keep the band open, as it does not take much solar activity 
to bring dramatic improvement on this band. Fux levels of 
about 120 are sufticient to provide good nightpath 
Conditions fer much ofthe year, bul we are not there yet. 
\We are currently in wansiton between summer and winter 
conditions, fe. ftom nightpath to daypath openings across 
northern latitudes. Europeans are workable through much 
tthe day, but conditions are usually marginal. The best 
window to Asia begins in late afternoon and lasts into the 
evening. This opening will improve and eventually peak 
around sunset. Any improvement in solar activity wil also 
hp long path propagation, so the morning Antarcic path 
should be watched, 


40 Meters is predictably is great shape, and the higher 
Solar actvy sul help ths band (espacial through the 
winter. For now, we can enjoy a bread apening to Europe 
and Russia beginning In late afternoon. Signals trom the 
well quipped stations are loud, and the weaker ones are 
very workable. The Asian opening begins wel after 
‘midnight (around 08002) as sunset approaches Japan. The 
'80 Meter season is only beginning, but equinox time 
provides optimum opportunites for contacts int the 
Eouthem hemisphere because atmospheric tae sat 
maderate leva at both ends ofthe pat

Remote Operation and Contesting at K2NNY / K2DB. 
"Thave been operating a remote station for about the last 2 
years. You might have warked me, either during a casual 
Contact, on a contest, but never knew that | was either 
siting at home in front of my computer. on a vacation away 
from home or simply siting in some park ata beach or 
picnic bench having my lunch. Thats the beauty of remote 
Speration, | ean use my station anytime, and anywhere as 
long as | have my computer and an internet connection. In 
this article, 1 will ty and let you know what you need and 
how ta use it. have seen and been volved with some of 
the posts ona few ofthe tellectrs, but wil ot get ina the 
polis of remote operation. I can only let you now that 
Femote operation is a way fr me to get on the ai, as 
selling up a station at home is impossible. 


‘Why Remote Operation? 


| am located ina high noise area in Rochester, NY and 
surrounded by neighbors and doctors offices. The doctor's 
fice Iocan are within 200 feet of my back yar. Having 
put up afew different antennas and listening to the HE 
bands was an absolutely hornible experience. | also have a 
‘mabile HF rg in my van, and when | get close to home, 
stations that are S9 will get covered over by local noise 
‘The noise lavelis too high for any decent operating at 
home. Ihave been a ham since July of 1963, 01 know 
wat happens when you have a station ina fesiderial 
neighborhood with RFI, TV, baby monitors, etc. That is not 
to mention the local QFN trom the YL & kids about 
interference with thei electronic toys. {was fortunate to 
hhave purchased some land on a lake in Northern Naw York 
Slate back in 2982. Since that ime, | have been in the 
process of bulding a ice lakeside residence. The nice 
thing about this from an amateur radio standpoint is that 
the area is remote, am almost at the end of the power 
lines and mast importantly the noise level vitually non. 
existent! The only real static and noise that | encounter is 
‘sal from rain, thunderstorms, snow or pointing the 
antennas at one ofthe surounding cites in te area. My 
heighbors are very helpful and wil help me with anything 
that need tad with the antennas, lowers, ete. Anathat 
reason for remote operation, of course. is that fact 

that many hams today simply cannot build an effective 
amateur station at home due to neighborhood restictions, 
local covenants, etc. My interest in remote operations was 
sparked by an artic in QST afew years ago by Lart, 
INBLP. Larry was instrumental in geting me to set up my 
emote station 

Bee | get into how to setup for remote operation, will 
explain some things you may not know, or may wish to 
consider betore using remote operation. First and foremost 
emote operation is nat the same as siting In ont of 

Your rig the shack This is what mean when | say this; 
wen you are in font of your avn equipment. you have 
{otal control of everything inthe shack, usually within arms 
feach, Yau can tune the receiver, adjust your paddle 
speed, grab your mke or headset, umn your antenna, 
Switch your antennas, turn on your amp, etc. You get the 
idea, you all have a home station, i's easy to use, and you 


sel up for your preferences and ease of use. You can 
walkinto the shack, turn on the equipment, and away you 
{90 Now, when T want to get on the remate'statio, | ean do 
basicaly the same thin, just a diferent set of parameters 
to get onthe a. Hare is the basic set up for me to get on 
thea. 


‘What Do | Need to Get Started? 


‘The lst below shows the basic equipment you need to 
actually setup a remote station, 


Basle Equipment Needed al Home: Computer & related 
EEiiwareTemet Connection Telphone tne (or realtime 
received audio), Telephone - | use a speaker phone that | 
‘madd fr use wth a headset and microphone, 


Basle Equipment Needed al Remote Site: Computer & 
‘elated sofware, nernet Connection, Telephone Ine (lot 
Sending realtime audio tothe phone ine), Dial up remote 
Control nlerlace - | use a OC-8 Plus uni. rom Broadeast 
Tools, Radio capable af being computer controled - use 
an leam 746 Peo, Antenna 


‘You can actually sot up a remote station without having a 
telephone line or the remote conto interface, but itv 
‘severely limit your operation and control ofthe station. 

To got started, the fst thing that do fs cll the telephone 
atthe remote Station. automatically answers and directs 
the audio from the computer and rig into the phone ine 
This alves me wha we call eal time audio; !am hearing 
the audio tram the nig and computer in real time, wath 

‘no delays or what we call latency. 1 get an instant feedback 
aS to whether the computa is on, as | usually hear 
something rom the rig. While | arm dialing into get the real 
time audio, am on miy computer, attempting to fog into a 
program called logmein.com. Ths isa service which wil lat 
you remote contol a computer in another location and 
fave total contol of that computer, including the keyboard 
and mouse, which is realy neat. This sa free service, but 
Using the fe service makes you go through a series ot 
steps to login, you have to give it information so that t 
knows it's you doing the remote contol. | purchased a 
premium service, so all do is click once, and the next thing 
now, the remote computer screen Is oh my home 
computer, along withthe audio trom the computer being 
streamed to my home computer speakers. This is where 
latency comes in, a delay in hearing the received signal. 
vale you this; latency ts areal pain when you are 
‘operating. The other station has no idea that you are 
running a remote satan, so he thinks you are ether relly 
slow, or he is gone when you turn t back to him. This 
Togging in usualy takes a minute or two to complete, and 
then lam online and in onto! al my temate computer. 
This is usualy what we allhave at home, as mast of us use 
‘computer contol for our stations at home. This is where we 
hhave a bg diference in operating techniques. At home, 

you can just grab the tuning knob and tun ito tune 

In received signals, grab your paddles or key your miko, 
and you have mada a contact. In a remote stuation, you 
hhave to use a Software program that interfaces with you rig 
to tune, no turing a knob in front of yau, you have ta either 
rab a mouse, cick on a packet cluster Spot, or push an 
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arrow key to move frequency. I hope you ae stil with me 
here. Another word on latency, ittakes ime and bandwidth 
to send the remate computer Screens information from the 
emote station computer, through the internet and display it 
‘on your home computer. When I fist started tis, | only had 
tlakup service available to me, this was really slow, almost 
‘crawl and not useful at all for anything other than 2 
casual QSO, we could do it, butt had i's drawbacks, and 
Feally was not al that much fun, but" was ble to get on 
the air used thi dialup station for quite a while, and 
made alot of improvements io make it better. used the old 
tual and error method, over and over. 


‘Addressing the Latency Problem 


‘Las fall, | finally decided that in order to have fun with this 
emote Staion, | had to do something, That something was 
to get a satelite internet connection, net something tha 
wanted to pay big buck for, but something | needed to 
hhave to enjoy my hobby of the last 45 years. With no 
cable or ISDN available, and dial-up no langer an option, 
‘ow have a satelite internet connection at 15 Meg speed. 
Detnitely not your standard cable speed, but much better 
than ial up. With this higher speed connection, we sill 
hhave a latency problem, remember that that satelite is 
along way out there in Space, (around 28,000 miles which 
‘makes the up and down link about 56,000 miles). Guess 
wial?, atthe speed of radio waves, It iakes time forthe 
signal to go up and back go through your sp, et. 

Called latency. I your remote station Is lucky enough to be 
ona standard cable line, you will have a shorter latency. in 
Feal ime, using my cemote set up and using CW, which i 
ny main operating mode, my latency wile using 

the real ime audio and istening on the phone line is 
'ypicaty less that one character on CW. pretty quick and 
almost real ime operation, just as though | was right in 
front ofthe rig. (AS long as Iam not tuning around, 

this great) When Ido this, and I make a point of making 
atleast one contact a day with the remote station, ! am 
fejoying my hobby. ASI ust stated, this is casual 
‘operation, not being ina hurry, checking out the 

cls ning in some DX sain, jist ply arahavog 
un, i great 


Remote Contesting - CW, SSB, and RTTY 


What’ that, you want to enter a contest with a remote 
station? That isnot a problem. We contest quite a bt from 
the remote station. Remote contesting can be done, and 
is alotof fun, but you are limited in your contesting 
‘operation. Whenever am not physically a the remote 
Sation and theres a contest an, | usually enter and have 
fun inthe contest {don't really care itis a CW, RTTY or 
Phone contest, | ean get on and have fun and putin a 
reasonable score. usually do this as K2DB, not K2NNY 
and know | wil not win, there is no way (in my opinion, 
you may have other thoughts about this) to compete wiih a 
home station, but | can have fun and give them a un for 
their maney. Anyway, how mary of us actualy win a 
contest? Not mary of us. Yes, Ihave won a few smaller 
‘ones but not any of the big ones. get on to have fun give 
the winners another QS and compete myself, but the 


main reason isto have FUN and operate. Operating a 
contest and getting rd of the latency is a problem, 

Most of my contesting is done with NAMM contest logger, 
and my staion and accessories are all configured just the 
Same as if was physically present atthe remote slavon. 
That way, all have to deal wth is getting the information 
back and forth between computers, the contest software 
oes all the keying, etc. We have to remember, we are not 
there at the station. only zemately eontolling As! stated 
atl latency isthe problem, along withthe exchange of 
information between computer screens. When | am running 
CW contest, plug in a set of headphones into my 
‘madfied speaker phone. hear the receiver in real time. 
\When I hitthe keyboard io send info and key the rig, the 
delay is almost non-existent. How do | know tis? | also 
hhear my transmitted audio through the phone line, in real 
time. For an example, when | push the Fl key to call CQ, 1 
hhear the CQ coming back thraugh the phone line. This fs 
something you absolutely have todo, monitor your 
transmitted signal otherwise you have no idea wat you 
are sending. Sending data to key the rig atthe remote
